Compared with the past, it is our pleasing duty 
to report crime and lawlessness abating in this 
community. This, doubtiess,in the main, is at- 
tributable to the faithful and impartial adminis- 
tration of the penal laws. No act of violence has 
been committed nor threatened to person or prop- 
erty within the limits of this county on account 
of political differences. Irrespective of caste, 
color er condition, we find that the protection of 
law has been extended to all, and from our know 
edge of the temper, the intelligence and the pur- 
poses of our people, we feel fully assured that no 
relaxation in this respect need be apprehended in 
the future. 

Many of the roads leading into the city, washed 
by the winter rains, are still in very bad condi- 
tion. Tne bridge and causeway over Peachtree 
creck demind immediate attention. We would 
point to the necessity of briding Proctor's creek, 
onthe Tur er's Ferry road. The Campbellton 
road also requires the attention of the commis- 
ioners. Much, in a commercial point of view, 
depends upon the condition of the roads, and we 
must theretore insist upon a rigid enforcement of 
the laws in re'ation to roads, bridges and forries. 

The books of the Sheriff, as kept by his deputy, 
W. L. Hubbard, afford satisfactory proof of eff- 
ciency. 

It is searcely necessary to refer to the books of 
the Clerk of the Superior Court, as the public, 
through several years of faithful service, has been 
fully satisfied with his labors We find every- 
thing connected with this office neat and in order. 

Having examined the books of the County 
Teasurer, from the commencement of his official 
duties to the trst of the present month, we are 
prepared to represent that officer faithful and 
correct in the discharge of his duties. We deom 
him entitled to oredit forhaving introduced a 
book containing a condensed account of the finan- 
cial condition of the county, by which any fas 
counected therewith can be very readily discov- 
ered. 

The Ordinary, courteous and accommodating 
to our body, seemed to invite scrutiny and inves- 
tigation of his offictal acts and doings. He repre- 
sents the chain-gang as being self-sustaining in 
its new field of operations We had hoped to hear 
from him tat it had been made a little more than 
self-nustaining, in order tnat the loss of nearly six 
thousand dollars, which this institution ocoa- 
sioned the county | revious to its removal, might, 
toseme extent, be recovered. If by the skillful 
management of this institution it can be made to 
do more than afford a reasonable compensation to 
those connected with it, whivh, in our judgment, 
it can, we carnestly hope that any and all amounts 
over and above this will be placed to the credit 
of the county te cover, in part, the deficiency 
which now exists. We would request our eflicient 
Ordinary to keep this point in yiew, as it will not 
be overlooked by the people. 


Under the recommendation of previous Grand 
Juries, the worn-out and timberless lands upon 
which the Poor House was located have been 
sold, and the proceeds re-invested in well tim- 
bered land of a much better quality, for the same 
purposes. This tract is about seven mules from 
the city, on the Air-Line Riilroad. Comfortable 
houses for the poor have been re-erected on it, 
and their condition and treatment reflect credit 
on those having the institution in charge. 

The amount realized for the old lands is $2 980 
W, inclusive of fifty acres of land. This amount 
paid out for the two hundred acres of new land, 
including the removal and erection ef buildings, 
is $2 802 92, leaving a balance in favor of the 
county of $177 33, and fourteen acres of the old 
ground still unsold. 

We feel satisfied that the Ordinary has done all 
in his power to sustain poor schools in the county; 
and for this and other duties satisfactorily per- 
formed, he is entitled to the generous considera- 
tion of the public. 

We find, from an elaborate report of the finan- 
cia] condition of the connty, made by Messrs. 
Culberson and Tuller, under the appointment of 
the Court, that the State of Georgia is indebted to 
the county of Fulton in the sum of $16,000 in cur- 
rency for amounts expended in behalf of the State 
for small-pox hospital services in 18. As the 
people of this county have suffered in larger pro- 
portion from the consequences of war than any 
in the State, and been taxed more heavily since 
the war, to support the paupers, white and black, 
of other counties in the State, we would earnestly 
request our immediate aepresentative te present 
this claim to the Legislature at its next session, 
and obtain, if possible, from that body a liberal 
com promise of the same. 

We would request that the Ordinary reduce the 
fees for feeding prisoners to Afty <ents per day, 
and that good wholesome food be iurmished, and 
to those of the prisoners who desire be allowed 
coffee once a day. 

In taking leave of the Court, it is our pleasure 
to return to Judge Pupe our sincere thanks for 
courtesies extended to our bedy, and for his 
prompt, efficient, and impartial administration of 
the laws, These, together with his pointed and 
impressive charge to our body, at the opening of 
the Court, are, of theniselves, sufficient to assure 
the lawlessly inclined that crime will be punished 
2 through him the majesty of the law vindi- 
ca

tention to our body. His zeal ia behalf ot the 
State meets the warm approval of our body.
